Nebraska Captured Big 12 Title, Earned NCAA Bid in 2001 


The No. 11 Nebraska softball team’s season ended 
earlier than it had planned as the Huskers failed to advance 
to an NCAA Regional final for the first time in five years. 
But the Huskers still accomplished several goals and 
achieved many successes in 2001, a year in which they: 
W Earned their 12th overall and their seventh consecutive 
NCAA Tournament bid. 

H Earned a No, 1 ora No. 2 seed for the fifth straight year, 
joining Arizona, Fresno State, Michigan, Oklahoma and 
Washington as the only other teams to do so. 

H Won their Big 12 Conference regular season title, 
marking the seventh straight year of finishing fourth or 
higher. 

B Broke the school record for consecutive wins with 18 
straight from March 9 to March 30. 

B Won a school-record 47 regular-season games. 

# Won 10 games against teams ranked in the NFCA/USA 
Today Top 25 poll. 

I Twice defeated defending national champion Oklahoma. 
B Shattered the single-season strikeouts record of 453 set 
in 2000, NU pitchers combined to strike out 502 opposing 
batters in 2001. 

Bf Finished with a winning record for the seventh straight 
year. 

Bf Placed a player on the all-conference team for the 10th 
straight year.

Huskers Go 2-2 in NCAA Tournament 

Palo Alto, Calif. —The No. 11 Nebraska softball team 
ended its 2001 season earlier than it had planned with 
back-to-back losses in NCAA Regional action Saturday 
afternoon at Stanford. After opening the regional with a 
3-1 win over BYU and a 2-1 win over No. 18 Pacific, the 
Huskers, who finished the season with a 51-15 record, fell 
to fourth-ranked Stanford, 5-1, before suffering a 3-1 de- 
feat to Pacific in a rematch. 

The losses capped an otherwise successful season for 
the Huskers. In 2001, Nebraska won the regular-season 
Big 12 Conference title with a 16-2 run that included 
back-to-back wins over defending national champion Okla- 
homa in late March, Husker Coach Rhonda Revelle was 
named the Big 12 Coach of the Year, and six Nebraska 
players earned all-Big 12 recognition. NU broke the school 
record for consecutive victories with 18 straight from 
March 9 to March 30, and the Huskers also set a new 
record for regular-season wins with 47. 

“This was hard, because we felt like this came sooner 
than we would have liked,” said Revelle, who has guided 
the Huskers to seven consecutive NCAA appearances. “It 
was a very disappointing loss. The kids worked hard, but 
Pacific got runners on in two innings and capitalized twice 
and we were unable to do the same. It was their day to 
take this one, I guess.” - 

Cindy Roethemeyer and Peaches James were both 
named to the all-Region VI Tournament Team. 
Roethemeyer went 4-for-4 with a double and two stolen 
bases over four games. James posted a 1-1 record and a 
.318 ERA. She posted a .250 average at the plate. 

The Huskers, who handed the Tigers a 2-1 loss Friday

Tied at 1-1 after five, Pacific's Okumura ripped a 
two-out, bases-loaded double to right center to score 
Reynolds and Moody. 

Leigh Ann Walker (22-7) took the loss for NU, allow- 
ing three runs on three hits. Cindy Ball was the winning 
pitcher for UOP, holding the Huskers scoreless in two 
innings of relief. 


Nebraska Wraps up Eighth League Title 

Nebraska softball team clinched the 2001 Big 12 
Conference regular-season title May 5 with a 7-0 victory 
over Iowa State before 722 fans at the Nebraska Softball 
Complex. 

The conference crown was Nebraska's eighth Big 12/ 
Big Eight title in 25 years of competition and its first since 
1998, when the Huskers became the only Big 12 team to 
finish the regular season undefeated. The Huskers also 
won league titles in 1982, 1984, 1985, 1986 and 1987. 

NU faced a must-win situation against the Cyclones 
to capture the championship after splitting a two-game 
series at Kansas May 5. 

The Huskers left little to chance in their final regular- 
season game at the NU Softball Complex. After honoring 
seniors Penny Cope, Jamie Fuente, Lori Mahnke and 
Amanda Went, Nebraska dominated ISU from start to 
finish. The Huskers went up 2-0 in the bottom of the 
second after a two-run double by freshman pitcher Peaches 
James. 

Nebraska added a run in the third with an RBI single 
from Nicole Trimboli, and a two-out double from Leigh 
Suhr in the bottom of the fourth scored Amanda Buchholz 
and Peaches James. The Huskers wrapped up the scoring 
in the fifth, taking a 7-0 lead when Cindy Roethemeyer 
ripped a two-out double to left center, sending Nicole 
Trimboli and Amber Burgess home. 

Peaches James (14-4) picked up the win for Nebraska, 
allowing just three hits and striking out nine in seven 
innings of work. The shutout was James’ fourth straight. 
She has thrown 26 consecutive scoreless innings. Jen Bice 
(9-15) was the losing pitcher for ISU, which fell to 14-16 
overall and 2-12 in the Big 12. 


NU Played the Best 

Nebraska played 24 of its 66 games in 2001 against 
ranked opponents. NU played 15 teams that qualified 
for the NCAA Tournament. Eleven games were against 
top 10 teams, and NU played six teams that were ranked 
among the nation’s top five at some point this season, 
including UCLA, Arizona, Stanford, Oklahoma (twice), 
California (twice) and Washington. The Huskers also 
took on then-No. 11 DePaul, then-No. 16 Florida State, 
then-No. 18 South Carolina, then-No. 21 Michigan,

Nebraska went 12-12 against ranked teams. Four of 
the 12 losses were by one run in extra innings. 


The Big 12's Best on the Mound 

Nebraska's pitching staff emerged as the most balanced 
group in the Big 12 Conference, leading the league with a 
1.36 ERA in 2001. Leigh Ann Walker, Peaches James and 
Katie Decker appear among the top 12 in the league 
rankings a total of 16 different times in 10 different 
categories. Nebraska was the only team boasting three 
pitchers ranked among the top 12 in ERA and opponent 
batting average in 2001. 

Walker (20-6) led the conference in strikeouts per 
game (11.1) in league contests and opponent batting 
average in all games (.143). She also ranked among the 
top 12 in wins, saves, shutouts, innings pitched, 
appearances, games started and ERA in conference games. 
James (15-6) finished the season ranked first in Big 12 
games with a 0.67 ERA and a .166 opponent batting 
average. Decker (8-1) ranked sixth in opponent batting 
average (.206) in 2001. 

Walker, James, Decker and NU senior Penny Cope (4- 
0) all boast an ERA of 1.93 or less. Walker and James 


were first-team All-Big 12 selections. 


Six Huskers Named to All-Big 12 Teams 

The Huskers’ first-team all-conference honorees in- 
cluded junior pitcher Leigh Ann Walker, freshman pitcher 
Peaches James, junior third baseman Cindy Roethemeyer 
and freshman left fielder Nicole Trimboli. Sophomore cen- 
ter fielder Kim Ogee and senior first baseman Jamie Fuente 
made the second team. 

James (16-7) finished the conference season with a Big 
12-best 0.67 ERA. The Papillion, Neb., native threw four 
consecutive complete-game shutouts while going 3-for-10 
with four RBI and a double at the plate in NU’s final four 
regular-season games. 

Roethemeyer, a native of North Platte, Neb., ranked 
second on the team in Big 12 games with a .348 average. 

Trimboli leads the team with eight home runs and also 
leads Nebraska in RBI (45), total bases (95), triples (2) 
and slugging percentage (.463). She ranked sixth in the 
league with .400 average in Big 12 games and eighth with a 
.600 slugging percentage.

A Tulsa, Okla., native, Fuente, the Nebraska record 
holder in games played and games started with 247, ranked 
among the league’s top 10 in total bases, runs scored and 
hits. 

Ogee, a Millard West graduate, ranked among the Big 
12’s top 20 in four different categories, including seventh 
in hits, fifth in stolen bases, third in runs scored, and 16th 
in batting average. 


Revelle Named Big 12 Coach of the Year 

NU Head Coach Rhonda Revelle, the winningest 
coach in Nebraska history, was named the 2001 Big 12 
Coach of the Year in a vote by her fellow league coaches. 

Revelle guided NU to a somewhat surprisingly success- 
ful season. Despite losing two All-Americans and several 
key players from last year’s squad, Nebraska won its second 
Big 12 regular-season title while relying heavily on five 
freshmen and three sophomores. The 11th-ranked Husk- 
ers (49-13) broke the school record for consecutive victo- 
ries with an 18-game winning streak in March that in- 
cluded back-to-back wins over No. 6 Oklahoma, the de- 
fending national champion. 

Nebraska has posted 40 or more wins in a single-season 
eight times under Revelle. This is the second conference 
coach-of-the-year honor for Revelle, who also won the 
award in 1998. 

“Tam very honored to receive this award,” Revelle said, 
“But I also think it’s a reflection of our team and coaching 
staff, and the things that we have accomplished together 
this season.” 

Revelle just finished her ninth season at the helm of 
the Huskers and owns a 341-191 record. Revelle has 
guided NU to the NCAA Tournament every year, including 
four consecutive Sweet 16 appearances. 


Roethemeyer Granted Sixth Year 

The NCAA Student-Athlete Reinstatement Committee 
recently granted Cindy Roethemeyer a waiver of the five- 
year/10-semester rule (Bylaw 30.6), which will allow her 
to particpate as a sixth-year senior during the 2002 season. 

Roethemeyer did not compete in the 1997 season after 
tearing her ACL in winter conditioning. She came back to 
start all of Nebraska's games in 1998 and 1999 at third 
base. Against Stanford, in the sixth game of the 2000 season, 
Roethemeyer tore her ACL again and did not compete the 
rest of the year. This year, Roethemeyer has started all 58 of 
Nebraska’s games at third base and ranks second on the 
team with a .348 batting average in Big 12 Conference 
games. 


Record-Breaking Huskers 

After going 7-7 in February, the Huskers put together 
impressive runs in March and April. 

NU went 23-3 in March and with back-to-back upset 
victories over No. 6 Oklahoma March 30 at the NU 
Softball Complex, Nebraska broke the school record for 
consecutive victories. The Huskers’ 18-game winning 
streak bettered the previous record of 17 set in 1984 and
